Colonial  Dames  of  America  has  been  formed, 
that  the  descendants  of  those  men  who  in  the 
Colonial  period  by  their  rectitude,  courage,  and 
self-denial  prepared  the  way  for  success  in 
that  struggle  which  gained  for  the  country  its 
liberty  and  constitution,  may  associate  them- 
selves together  to  do  honor  to  tihe  virtues  of 
their  forefathers,  and  to  encourage  in  all  who 
come  under  their  influence,  true  patriotism, 
built  on  a  knowledge  of  the  self-sacrifice  and 
heroism  of  those  men  of  the  colonies  who  lakl 
the  foundation  of  this  great  nation. — National 
Constitution.

tism and  a  genuine  love  of  country,  and  to 
impress  upon  the  young  the  sacred  obligation 
of  honoring  'the  imemory  of  those  heroic 
Ancestors  whose  ability,  valor,  sufferings  and 
achievements  are  beyond  all  praise. 
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The  seventeenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  Carohna  Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames 
of  America  was  held  Wednesday,,  May  3rd, 
1911,  at  Colonial  Orton,  Orton  Plantation, 
t!he  elegant  country  home  of  Mrs.  James 
Sprunt,  President. 

Mrs.  Sprunt  in  the  chair  called  the  meeting 
to  order.  Standing,  all  joined  the  President 
in  the  Ivord's  Prayer. 

The  Secretary  read  Article  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  National  Society  of  the  Colon- 
ial Dames  of  America.  The  Secretary  called 
the  roll;  present  thirty-one  resident  mem'bers 
with  Mrs.  Walter  Liddell,  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
Miss  Mary  Arrington,  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  Mrs. 
DeViane,  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  Mrs.  Harden 
Hairston,  Winston,  N.  C,  Miss  Hicks,  Fay- 
etteville, N.  C,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Miller,  Goldsboro, 
N.  C,  Mrs.  T.  C.  Rdbertson,  Washington,  D. 
C,  Mrs.  Fran'k  Spruill,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C, 
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Mrs.  Charles  Summers,  Winston,  N.  C.,  and 
Mrs.  Boiling  W'hitiield,  Brunswick,  Ga.,  out- 
of-town  members.  These  were  cordially  wel- 
comed. 

Miss  Virginia  Fairfax,  of  Washington,  D. 
C,  Dame  of  tihe  Society  of  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia, was  the  guest  of  the  Society  on  this 
occasion  and  was  avarmly  greeted. 

'The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  six- 
teenth annual  meeting.  They  stood  approved 
as  read. 

The  President's  address  called  forth  enthu- 
siastic applause.  In  it  she  set  forth  and  en- 
larged upon  the  objects  of  the  organization 
known  as  the  National  Society  of  the  Colonial 
Dames  of  America,  giving  numerous  incidents 
of  the  carrying  out  of  the  same  by  the  North 
Carolina  Society  since  its  beginning.  Most 
interestingly  did  she  recall  much  of  the  Colon- 
ial History  of  the  old  North  State.  Through- 
out ^he  held  her  listeners  wrapt  attention. 

The  motion  to  have  this  able  paper  publish- 
ed by  the  State  papers  in  order  that  all  inter- 
ested niight  fully  realize  and  come  to  kno'w 
that  this  organization.  National  and  State,  is 
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a  live  and  working  ibocly,  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  in  her  annual 
report  gave  a  review  of  the  work  of  that  of- 
fice for  the  year.  The  duties  of  the  officer  had 
not  been  light.  The  delightful  combining  of 
the  many  interesting  items  from  the  various 
■State  annual  letters  received  by  her  gave  an 
insight  into  the  'line  of  work  undertaken  and 
that  acco'mplisihed  by  the  sister  Societies.  In- 
structive and  dharming  was  this  report.  Many 
compliments  were  paid  Mrs.  Harriss. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer,  attested 
to  the  fact  that  the  funds  had  been  most  ac- 
curately handled.  The  total  assets  of  the 
Society  as  reported,  $624.53,  was  most  en- 
couraging and  Mrs.  Bailey  was  extended  a  vote 
of  appreciation. 

The  grow' th  in  membership  and  interest  and 
the  work  accomplished  by  the  Society  during 
the  past  twelve  months  was  exhibited  by  the 
fine  reports  of  the  Registrar  and  Historian. 
The  appreciation  of  the  body  was  extended 
these  officers  for  their  laibors  in  behalf  of  their 
Society. 


The  report  of  the  Assistant  Secretary 
proved  the  wisdom  of  creating  that  office 
which  was  done  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
previous  year.  The  faithful  discharge  of  the 
chities  of  iher  office  was  most  helpful,  especially 
to  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  as 
read  'by  the  Chairman,  Miss  Mary  Kingsbury, 
ga\^e  a  history  regarding  the  Society's  growth 
in  membership,  there  having  been  eighteen 
pedigree  papers  examined  and  signed  by  said 
Committee  and  handed  over  to  the  Bioard  for 
action,  during  the  past  year. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  George 
Waslhington  Memorial  Fund,  showed  most 
zealous  effort  on  her  part  to  interest  the  mem- 
bers in  this  most  laudable  undertaking  and  to 
raise  an  amount  by  individual  subscriptions 
which,  added  to  the  amount  to  be  contributed 
from  the  Society's  treasury,  will  make  the 
North  Carolina  Society's  contribution  five 
hundred  dollars,  this  being  the  amount  gen- 
erally subscribed  by  the  other  State  Societies. 
The  Treasurer  reported  the  amount  of   cash 

on  hand  $52.00. 
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Miss  Mary  Arrington,  Chairman,  read  an 
excellent  report  from  the  Wayne  County  Com- 
mittee, and  Mrs.  Walter  Liddell,  in  her  report 
as  Chairman  of  the  Mecklen'burg  County  Com- 
mittee, showed  the  great  interest  and  ardent 
and  loyal  spirit  of  the  members  composing 
that  ibody.  The  woiik  of  the  North  Carolina 
Society  for  the  year  1911-1912,  enterprized  by 
the  Mecklenburg  County  Commit'tee  is  fully 
set  forth  in  the  paper  headed  ''The  Petition," 
and  found  in  the  Appendix  of  the  printed 
Minutes  1911. 

'Mrs.  Allan  Nichols  read  a  most  complete 
report  from  the  County  Committee  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  Mrs.  Gilmer  Brenizer,  Chair- 
man. 

The  Secretary,  through  Mrs.  Strange,  of- 
fered the  following  resolutions  for  reading, 
they  being  the  most  important  adopted  by  the 
Society  during  the  year.

Wiith  'Sincere  pleasure  and  a  grateful  sense  of 
your  loyalty  and  generous  suppiomt  in  all  my  official 
undentakings,  I  welcome  you,  and  more  partdcularly 
our  ou.t-of  itown  memibetrs  who  iliave  honoured  us 
to-day  by  tliielr  presence  at  OntOiU. 

In  celebraiting  our  s-eventeentli  annual  meeting 
it  seems  fitting  that  we  should  assemble  upo^n  the 
scene  ot  the  first  armed  resistance  of  our  fore- 
fathers to  the  oppression  of  the  British  Parliament, 
and  near  the  ruins  of  the  first  Colonial  fort,  the 
spiking  of  whose  24  cannO'U,  with  the  flight  there- 
from of  Governor  Josiah  iMartin,  ended  Royal  rule 
in  North  Carolina. 

Wo  stand  on  historic  ground,  hallowed  by  the 
momoTies  of  stirring  events  of  Colonial  days;  the 
coming  of  'New  Bnglanders  in  1660,  and  their  sub- 
sequent dispersion  by  the  Cap'O  Fear  Indians;  and 
'five  years  later,  the  arrival  of  Captain  Hilto^n  and 
his  Barbadian  friends;  their  establishment  next 
year  of  C'harlestown,  five  miles  above  us,  under 
the  directio^n  of  Sir  Jolhm  Yeamans,  doomed  to 
early  disappointment  and  decay;  again  the  red 
•man  in  possession  for  twio  generatioins,  whoise  sav- 
agery in  Albe marie  bro.ught  to  this  spot  the  vic- 
torious Col.  Moore  and  his  goodly  oomipany,  who 
were  destined  to  lead  a  revohLtion  and  miake  famous 
in    history   their    deeds   of   valor   in    the    cause   of 
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ATQiericain  Indopendence,  foir  Brunswick  town,  w.hich 
•tbey  erected,  was  capital  of  the  proviince  and  the 
cradle  of  'the  iRepublic. 

Tiime  would  fail  me  to  speak  of  the  distinguisihed 
men  who  sat  in  thiis  room  and  discussed  the  af- 
fairs of  state,  Wihen  George  III  Wias  King — ^Gover- 
nor Doibbis,  Governor  Tryon,  King  Roger  Moore 
and  his  brother  Col.  iMiaurdoe  Moore,  the  princely 
merchant  .and  benefactor,  Richard  Quince,  Gov- 
ernor Benjiamiin  .Smith,  and,  tradition  says,  his 
friiend  and  military  chief,  the  immortal  Washing- 
ton, in  the  iasit  yeaT  of  his  eventful  life.  I  wel- 
come you,  ifair  Dames,  to  t'he  firesides  wihere  they 
sat  tin  days  of  old,  and  may  their  spirits  arouse 
3^ou  to  nobler  endeavor  by  the  cointemplation  of 
their  heroic  deeds,  which  give  you  a  priiceleiss 
heritage. 

)A  ireview  of  our  past  yeair's  woirk  is  in  keeping 
with  tihe  progressive  spirit  of  the  times.  We  have 
given  from  our  tTeasury  one  hundred  diollars  on 
account  of  the  ibronze  tablet  to  be  erected  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Ciounty  ,Committee,  to  commemorate 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  May  20,  177  6. 

We  have  increased  our  annual  pnizes  to  the 
students  of  our  State  University,  for  originial  papers 
on  Colonial  History  of  North  iCaroMina,  from  $50.00 
and  $25.00,  for  the  best  and  second  best  essays, 
to  double  these  amoumts,  in  order  to  attract  a 
wider  oo^mpetitiion  and  a  more  comiprehensive  study 
of  this  feature  of  State  literature. 

We  have  also  -prepaTed  in  fSouthporit,  thTough  the 
kind  assiistainoe  of  'INIiss  Kate  Stuart,  a  large  boulder 
of  the  original  fortifioatioin  of  Fort  Johnston,  the 
first  (Colonial  fort  of  the  province,  and  a  suitable 
tablet  commemorating  the  stirring  events  which 
marked,  upon  this  spot,  the  downfall  of  Royal 
government  in  North  Carolina.  This  hias  been  ac- 
complished through  the  kind  intervention  of  Sena- 
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toir  Overman,  and  the  permiission  of  Hon.  Mr,  Dick- 
inson, 'Secrett.ary  of  Wiar,  and  the  approval  of  Capt. 
Earl  I.  Brown,  U.  S.  A.,  €orps  of  Eng'ineers,  We 
expect  to  unveil  this  tablet  during  the  present 
month.      Its  inscription  will  ibe  as  follows: 

Th'is  taiblet  was  e-rected  /May  1911  by 
the  North  Oarolina  iSociety  of  Colonial 
Dames  of  America,  to  mark  the  site  of 
Fort  Jiohnaton,  the  fiirst  fort  in  the  prov- 
ince of  North  Cairolina,  budLt  under  act 
of  Assemihly  of  174  6  and  completed  in 
17  64,  and  named  in  honor  of  Governoir 
Gabriel  Joihnaton. 

The  patriots  of  the  Cape  Fear,  resisted 
the  execution  of  the  Stamp  Act  in  17  66, 
forced  the  spiking  of  its  2  4  cannon,  the 
gift  of  King  George  II. 

The  font  was  the  refuge  O'f  Governor 
Josiaih  Martin,  after  his  flighit  from  New 
Bern,  May  24,  177  5,  until  he  was  com- 
pelled by  the  patriots  to  abandon  it,  July 
18,  177  5,  on  which  day  it  was  destroyed 
and  Royal  government  in  North  Carolina 
ceased.

A  'number  of  lofficial  lasts,  annual  minutes, 
pamphlets  and  delightful  invitations  have  been 
received,  replies  to  which,  with  other  coTrespond- 
ence,  will  m^ake  one  hundred  letters  written  during 
the  year,  the  smallest  nu^mber  in  some  years.  Sev- 
eral of  these  were  letters  of  condolence  to  sister 
soicieties,  soime  of  whoim  have  been  heavily  afflicted 
'the  past  year.  A  num'ber  of  other  pieces  of  mail, 
pedigree  papers,  etc.,  have  also  been  sent  out.  For 
pedigree   papers   I    have   received    $11.75,   making, 
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witili  lasit  yea-r'-s  bia lance  lOif  $3.21  *lie  isum  of 
$14.96.  Of  tills  I  iliave  disbursed  to  Treasurer 
$7.92  land  for  post  age  $5.00,  leiaving  a  balance  on 
ihand  of  $2.04. 

Ajnnual  circular  leWeirs  bave  been  received  fro'm 
■tjiirteen  of  tbe  tiSate  (Soclefties,  a'nd  tih'ere  was  so 
ipQiuch  interest  s^how;n  lasit  year  in  tbe  extracts  froim 
'tsbese  letters  that  at  ibas  been  a  pleasure  to  attempt 
lagaln  to  give  tbiis  Society  la  sldgbit  lidea  ^of  t'be  scope 
and  value  of  tbe  work  ol  tibis  splendid  body  of 
woimeii  of  wbicb  we  may  justly  be  proud  to  foT.m  a 
part. 

T'be  Alabama  Sociiety  reports  baving  comtriibuted 
one  of  a  num'ber  of  ibandsome  lunettes  in  tbie  log- 
gia o.f  tbe  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Moibile.  Tbe  otbers 
'having  been  given  'by  vairlons  societies  of  womien  in 
t'ba't  city.  Tliese  W'indows  were  decoirated  wltib  tbe 
national  flags  of  tbe  natiions  wlbo  :bad  ruled  Mo'bile 
in  tibie  past,  and  tbe  Daimes  used  tbat  of  England. 
"Tbiis  'Society  bas  been  liberal  in  contriibutions  to 
patriotic  work  outside  tbe  State  limits,  and  bopes 
to  be  ready  to  aiiid  wlien  other  calls  upon  it  may  be 
made." 

Clalifornia.  This  letter  is  simply  obaTged  with  a 
spirit  ot  hospitality  and  good  tiimes.  It  reportis  a 
contriibution  of  $25.00  to  the  Pocahontas  'Meimorial 
Associaition.  This  society  ibas  an  active  member- 
sMp  of  one  hundred  and  forty. 

Connecticut,  among  the  numerous  so'Cial  and 
liteinaTy  events  Tecordeid  tells  a  tale  of  the  salva- 
tion iof  the  old  State  House  of  Hartford  that  is 
well  'Worth  the  reading.  They  contributed  $10,000 
towards  'the  'preservatiion  from  destruction  of  this 
old  bit  of  Biullfinchs'  architecture;  but  the  imoney 
given  is  a  small  part  of  the  determined  labor  ex- 
pended to  preserve  this  Mstorically  valuaible  build- 
ing for  future  generations.  Tibe  oomimittees  on 
Piatrdotic  Wiork,  Prize  Essay,  Manuscnipt  and  Old 
Houses    have    ^been    very    zealo'us    in    their    work, 
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wHiich  adds  greatly  to  the  Msitoric  loire  o'f  the 
S'taite,  This  Society  oo'iitributeid  $25.00  to  thie 
PO'Cialhointas  MemoTial  Asso-oiiaition. 

Delawiare  oontTibuted  $50.00  towards  the  Hiid- 
'Siond  de  Vries  cell  ©b  rati  on  at  Lrewes,  wihere  a 
mionument  to  Henrdk  Hudson  and  David  Peterson 
ide  Vries  was  unveiiled.  Tihis  imonument  stands  on 
the  site  ot  Fort  (O'hLandt,  >built  dn  1631  by  de  Vries, 
land  it  was  U'nveiled  in  the  presence  of  Baroa 
Lo'udon,  minister  ifro'm  Holland  to  this  country, 
and  other  notahles.  The  Tesuit  oif  the  labors  of 
the  committee  i.n  Historic  'Research  is  abouit  to  be 
published  in  'booik  form,  "Abstnacts  of  Wills  of 
Newcastle  County."  A  number  of  interesting  books 
and  'papers  have  heein  p.re'sented  to  this  Society. 
"The  Hudsoii-Fulton  'Cedebration,  in  twio  volu.mes, 
presented  by  the  Rev.  €.  H.  B.  Turner;  "RecoTds 
of  Susisex  Ciounty,"  presented  by  Mts.  Emma  Hunt- 
i.ngton  Naiso'n,  lof  the  iMaine  Society;  "aNIansfield 
[Records"  and  "Coventry  Records,"  presented  by 
Mts.  Anson  W.  Dinock,  of  the  New  York  iSociety, 
and  a  collection  of  letteTS  written  by  Dr.  Jo'hn 
McKdnley,  a  Revolutio-nary  War  iGovernoT  of  Dela- 
ware,  presented  iby  Mirs.  Sam'uel  Biancroft,  Jr. 
This  Society  ihas  ai-iranged  to  puiblis'h  a  Text  Book 
for  the  'use  of  the  public  sc'hools,  consisting  of 
twelve  stories  iof  th'e  early  Coioiniiail  ^history  of  the 
State,  by  Katherine  Pyle,  the  well  known 
authoress. 

ilndiana  seemis  to  have  reduced  to  a  fine  arit 
the  comibining  of  business  with  pleasure.  The 
nu^mber  of  meetings  Tecorided  are  either  business 
with  isocial  features,  or  sociai  with  literary  fea^ 
tuTes,  but  the  face  of  affiairs  is  very  attractive, 
taken  on  either  side.  The  Historical  Research 
Co^mmittee  has  been  active  in  investigating  plans 
to  be  marked,  but  oo  deoisioiis  have  been  arrived 
fit  as  yet.  As  a  permianent  memorial  to  a  m'ucih- 
loved  Honorary  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Frederick  W. 
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Cihisilet't,  who'se  death  lis  recorded  in  this  letter, 
'this  Society  has  arranged  to  award  to  the  pupils 
of  the  two  high  schools  annual  prizes  for  essays, 
to  he  known  as  the  :]Miargaret  D^wight  Edward's 
Chisletit  prize. 

New  York,  after  a  reoapitulation  of  the  many 
accio.mpflished  events  of  (the  wonderful  iHudson- 
Fulto-n.  Celebration  with  wihich  we  are  all  more  or 
less  familiar,  this  letter  tells  us  that  the  Dames 
in  New  York  will  give  annually  a  watch  as  a  prize 
to  the  gra)duate  of  the  New  York  Nautical  Se'hool, 
who  .makes  the  best  record  for  practical  proficiency, 
as  a  imemorial  of  the  great  explorer,  Henry  Hud- 
son. Fo'ur  Cdty  History  Club  Clasises  are  suipported 
by  this  Society,  one  o'f  wihiich  is  endowed  as  a 
memorial  to  iM;rs.  Dianiel  M.  iStimsoin.  Prizes  are 
annually  awarded  foir  essays  on  Colonial  subjects 
to  the  stude.nts  of  the  Teachers'  College  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  the  University  of  Rochester. 
Several  social  functions  are  recorded  at  wihioh  his- 
torical papers  w^ere  read,  and  at  one  a  lecture  was 
given  by  Qlr.  R.  L.  H.  Halsey  on  'Colomial  Silver 
and   Silversmiths. 

Wltrn  the  aid  of  a  sitereoptioon  tankards,  eccle- 
siiaistical  and  tuousehold  utensils  were  showm  and 
the  'famous  punch  bo.wll  made  by  Paul  Revere  for 
the  fifteen  "Sons  o-f  Liberty."  Fot  furthering  their 
efforts  in  beihalf  of  the  George  Washington  ^lemo- 
riai  Bui  Id  In  g  this  Society  has  appointed  a  oc-mimiit- 
tee  of  fifty,  composed  of  Dames  living  in  different 
parts  of  the  State,  and  it  is  'ho'ped  that  not  only 
members  will  work  with  them,  but  that  tihey  wiill 
iintere'St  many  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Society  in 
this  "National  tribute  to  George  Waishington." 

New  Jersey.  The  (half  dozen  oomimittees  of  this 
Society  have  'much  to  sihow  for  the  year's  work, 
and  the  list  of  items  added  to  the  ihistorical  col- 
lection is  long  and  inteTesting,  particularly  those 
for  the   library,   among  them   being   the   "Jiournal 
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of  Georige  Piox,"  presented  by  Mt.  Jioseipli  H.  West; 
an  :olLd  Bii.ble  publisihed  in  1685,  presented  by  Mrs. 
Frainois  E.  Joiii'msicn,  and  la  fia<c-siimiile  Inidian  deed 
O'f  1641,  presented  by  Mrs.  Amna  M.  Lowthrop.  The 
Coimimemioraitive  Meetin^g  was  ibeld  lat  tibe  residence 
of  'Mt!S.  George  de  BenneviiLLe  Keim,  "Fiairview," 
lat  Edgewater  Park,  and  iadd.ed  to  t'be  many  social 
ciharms  of  the  daiy  desicrlbed  were  laid dresses  by  Gen. 
E.  Burd  Giruib.b  and  ex-GiO'vernor  PennypackeT,  of 
Pennsylvainia.,  "wiho  lis  sadd  to  know  more  'historic 
facts  'than  a-ny  other  iliv.inig  iman." 

Oihlo.  Thds  is  tihe  first  letter  fro'm  Ohiio  in  sev- 
eral years;  but  the  &oaiety  has  not  been  idle.  A 
FlilO'WSfhip  in  HistoTy  has  been  established  at  the 
University  of  'Cinciinnati,  the  Dames  paying  $300.00 
a  yea,r  and  the  Uiniversity  $200.0  0.  The  Fellowsihip 
ds  to  oontiinue  foT  five  years,  the  specdal  objeot  of 
w;hiicih  is  the  study  of  the  history  of  the  O'hio  Val- 
iley.  Two  of  the  holders  of  this  Fellowship  have 
read  fine  papers  at  speoiail  imeetings.  The  date  of 
Ithe  Annual  Mieeting  oif  tihis  'Society  ihas  been 
changed  from  the  second  Tuesday  in  Miay  to  May 
13th  d.n  oTder  to  miark  "Jamestown  Day." 

Pennsj'lvania,  This  letter  tells  of  a  number  of 
social  events  co'upled  wdth  historic  features,  the 
OTie  of  most  dimiportant  and  permanent  interest 
'being  that  of  Flag  Day,  when  dn  the  Banq,ueting 
Roo'm  of  Independence  iHall  there  gatherd  together 
at  the  dnvdtatioin  of  the  Dames  the  cihiildren  and 
their  teachers  ifrom  nine  pnblic  schools  wi'thin 
tirolley  ddstance,  lamo'ng  them  the  pupils  from  the 
Iinstdtutdon  ifor  the  B'linid  w'ho,  acco^mpanied  by 
their  own  cornetist,  led  the  chdldren  in  the  sing- 
ing of  "America."  The  Rev.  iMt.  C^handler,  Cihap- 
lain  of  the  U.  S.  battleship  "Georgia,"  who  opened 
tihe  services  with  prayer,  gave  an  address  upon 
"Out  Flag  in  Other  Countries,"  telling  the  chil- 
dren of  interesting  experiemces  during  the  voyage 
of  O'ur  fleet  airou^nd  the  world,  especially  in  Japan 
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and  A'listnalia,  'where  ithousiands  lof  sabool  cihildreai, 
some  of  iwhioim  ihad  walked  long  ddstances  to  be 
presenrt,  marclied  and  formed  an  blocks  dressed  in 
colors  ito  represent  the  Aimeriioan  Flag.  Tliis  ad- 
dress was  folloY\^ed  >by  oine  given  by  Dr.  Davis  upon 
the  "HdstOTy  of  Our  Flag,"  diiustirated  by  original 
flags  frorn  the  earliest  times,  loaned  foT  the  occa- 
sion by  the  U.  S.  iArsenal,  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  Secretary  of  War.  T-his  address  vvas  listened 
to  wiitih  breiathless  dnterest  'by  the  Children  as  the 
speaker  hegan  with  the  days  when  each  knight  dn 
armor  'bore  la  ddstinguishdng  device  and  gradually 
tinaced  through  the  centuries  to  the  time  when  the 
natioms  of  th.e  world  iadopted  fliags  las  now  knoiwn. 

Niotdceable  amo'ng  lother  'meetings  was  that  of 
the  Board  of  i^Managers  .and  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Co'unty  C'ommittees,  at  Ltancaister,  'by  invdta'tion  of 
the  Liancas'ter  County  Coimmittee.  Three  gifts  of 
Mstoric  value  are  recorded,  a  beautifuil  'gavel  pre- 
sented by  iMrs.  Edward  H.  Ogden,  made  from  a 
piece  of  'the  'Old  Treaty  Elm  Tree,"  of  WdLliam 
Penn  fame,  the  handle  being  'made  from  a  piece  of 
the  original  flooring  of  Independence  Hall  O'bta'ined 
when  t)he  Holl  was  restored  b'y  the  Philadelphia 
Ohapter  of  the  D.  A.  R.  in  1897. 

'Mrs.  JanTideson,  of  New  Jersey,  presented  a  slip 
of  ivy  from  the  grave  of  William  Penn,  and  Mrs. 
(Harriison,  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  preisented 
one  hundred  copies  of  thie  "Life  of  Ann  Pamela 
Ounningham,"  founder  of  the  Mount  Vernon  As- 
sociation, the  first  organization  for  patriotdc  work, 
founded  by  a  woman  in  this  country.  An  under- 
takdng  so  unusual  at  the  time  that  this  char^mdng 
and  hert'oic  invalid  veiled  her  persoinaMty  behind 
the  pseudonym  "The  Southern  Matron."  The 
Pennsylvania  Society  has  now  an  active  member- 
ship of  9  05  and  has  resoived  'unanimously  to  Idmdt 
its  membership,  the  resolution  reading  as  follows: 

"Resolved,    That   vacancies   as  they  occur   shall 
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be  fiHeid,  'pnovided  tOiiat  tihe  direct  de-scendiamtiS  of 
tihiose  who  ihiave  ever  been  meimbers  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Society  may  foe  electe'd  wihetbeT  viacancdes 
exist  OT  not." 

Rhode  Island  has  'been  bu.si'ly  engaged  in  pre- 
paring and  publisihii'ng  a  "Record  Book,"  tihe  ex- 
pense of  wiiich  has  prevented  the  carryiing  om  of 
much  other  desiirable  work;  hiowever,  siome  inter- 
estang  woirk  is  recorded  aimong  whiclh  is  t;he  pTO- 
■sent'ing  of  a  seail,  made  after  the  origiimal,  to 
Brown  University,  whiich  was  orga-nized  in  17  65. 
Tlhe  original  seal  contained  the  busts  of  King 
George  tihe  Tiiird  and  Q'ueen  Clharlotte,  conse- 
quently in  17  82  "Tlhe  Ohancellor,  the  President 
and  Henry  Ward,  Esq.,  were  ap pointed  to  break 
tlhe  'Seal  of  the  Clo liege  wihicii  oontaims  the  Busts 
of  the  presemt  King  and  Queen  of  Gireat  Britain, 
etc.,  "wihlcih  was  done  fo'rtihwitih,  and  now  in  the 
20t:h  century  the  ,old  seal  is  restored  as  an  his- 
toric relic  by  the  daiugihters  of  these  determined 
sires-,  who  weire  founding  a  nation.  The  Rhode 
Island  Daimes  are  also  restoring  certain  portions 
of  the  old  graveyard  of  Narragansett  C;hurch,  near 
Toner  Hill,  at  iSouth  Kingston,  w.hicih  was  buiilt  in 
1707,  and  is  the  oldest  dhuToh  budlding  noTtlh  of 
the  Potoimac.  It  still  ihas  in  its  piossessiion  the 
silver  commnnion  service  sent  -by  Queen  Anne  aind 
marked  "Anna  Regina."  An  appeal  from  the 
nearly  fouT  tihousand  inhabitants  to  the  Bisihop  of 
London  was  iresponded  to  by  tihe  sending  of  tihe 
Rev.  James  MacSparren,  in  17  21,  w:ho  remained 
as  rector  until  his  deat  'hin  1757.  In  1868  the 
diocese  of  Rhode  Island  erected  a  monument  to 
his  'memoiry  on  the  spot  wihere  ihe  was  supposed  to 
,have  been  buried,  but  as  it  has  since  been  learned 
tliat  his  reisting  place  was  soimewihat  north  of  the 
monument  tihe  Daimes  liiave  put  lup  a  s'maO  granite 
stone  on  the  actual  spiot  pToperly  inscribed.  T.his 
Society  has  contribnted   $65.00  to  the  Pocaihontas 
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Mem'orial  Association.  It  also  offers  to  Brown 
Uniiversity  an  annual  pirize  for  tihe  'best  essay  on 
Colonial  Hdstory.  Several  -books  ihave  been  added 
to  tihe  Library.  Tihe  Early  History  of  Birown  Uni- 
versity, including  tihe  Life,  History  and  Corre- 
spondence of  President  Mianning  "'presemted  by 
Miss  Guidd,  land  a  gift  of  two  'books  from  Mrs. 
Bacon,  our  National  Registrar,  "Records  of  the 
Parish  of  Amity  (now  Wood'bridge) ,  'Conn.,"  and 
"An  Historic  Strain  lof  Bllood  in  America,  Framces 
Latham,  :Mother  of  Governors,"  tootli  by  Louise 
Tracy.  This  Society  .has  an  active  mem.'bersihip 
of  15  9. 

Vermont  send®  a  greeting  to  fher  sister  socie- 
ties for  the  fiTst  time  in  several  years,  'but  says 
that  force  of  circumstiainces  and  not  lack  of  frie'ndly 
feeling  has  pr  even  ted  her  Oibservaince  of  this  charm- 
ing custom.  With  just  cause  S'he  expresses  her 
pride  in  the  fact  that  sihe  was  the  only  non-Csolo- 
niad  State  to  send  lan  exhibit  to  the  Ja'mestown 
Exposition. 

This  Society  is  m'uch  imterested  in  the  exhibit 
of  Olid  Chuircih  Silver  to  be  held  in  the  .Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  at  Boston  this  sum-mer  (of  1911)  and 
has  secured  so'me  interestiing  pieces  for  it.  A  sum 
of  imoney  is  set  aside  each  year  to  assist  soime 
wo'rtihy  3^0 ung  woiman  to  lobitain  a  coilege  education, 
this  woman  to  be  proposed  by  a  .member  of  the 
Vermont  Society. 

Virginia.  This  Society  ihas  erected  a  'mo'nument 
on  t!he  site  of  'fhe  first  university  in  America,  at 
Heniricopolis,  fourteen  miles  'beiow  Richmond,  now 
known  as  "Dutch  Gap."  In  order  tihat  the  mo'nu- 
ment might  be  seen  from  t'he  river  a  S'haft  was 
set  up  twenty-five  feet  ihigh,  made  of  rough-'hewn 
iblocks  of  Virginia  granite,  witih  a  .broinze  tablet 
attiaohed,  dnsorihed  as  foWows':  "The  €oloiniial 
Dames  of  America,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  A.  D. 
1910,  erect  this  imonuiment  on  ithe  site  of  the  town 
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of  Henriooipolis,  to  oonnimemioraite  'tihe  eolilege  and 
university,  wMcli,  lOn  tiie  2  6tili  of  May,  1619,  tJie 
Virgimia  CiOimipiany  of  Liomdoin  decreed  iSibould  'be 
e&taibliiS'lied."  T'liis  Soaiety  'has  offered  -to  have 
res't'OTed  twenty-five  ipo'Tt raits  lof  celebrated  per- 
somageis  owned  by  tibe  Virginia  HistoriioaJl  Society, 
wfiiicili  are  ve'ry  valuable  and  imust  ihave  immediate 
attemitiioii.  Oontributiionis  ihave  been  imade  to  tbo 
funds  for  the  preservation  of  W'estoveT  ObuTcli, 
cibarles  City  Co'unty,  lamd  of  old  iSt.  Peters  'Ciburob, 
New  Keint  County.  TbiiS  Sooiety  continues  a  sus- 
taining imeimiber  of  the  American  FoTestry  Asso- 
ciation, and  maiintainis  (its  ^scholarship  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  the  prize  to  be  competed 
for  in  certa'iin  .sdhoods  for  glTls. 

Vv^iisconsin,  says  that  "duriing  the  past  t'Vv^o  years 
isihe  (has  grov/in  la  little,  worked  a  little  laind  played 
a  little,  as  a  :noTimail  yo'ung  Dame  of  her  age  should 
do."  Sihe  ihas  enjoyed  some  chaTimrnig  siociial  func- 
tilons  aind  listene'd  tio  several  ihistoirical  and  pa- 
triotic addiresses,  lamong  theim  oine  by  Gen.  Arthur 
MacArth'UT. 

This  Society  supports  a  soholairshTp,  $120.00 
larnnuity,  at  the  .Hindman  Sdhool,  an  'industrial 
sclhool  fo  a-the  poor  wihite  peopile  of  the  ^miomntains 
In  Kmott  County,  Kentucky.  Tihe  present  holder 
of  the  scholar  ship  is  really  a  little  Daugihter  of  the 
Revolution,  as  her  ancestors  fought  In  the  Revo- 
lutionaTy  War. 

Tlhiis  resume  lOf  only  a  partial  .record  of  a  year's 
w<OTk  by  i&ome  of  our  sister  societies  .must  be  most 
gratifying  to  us  all  land  imake  us  feel  that  so  long 
as  this  National  iSOiclety  of  Colonial  Dames  o^f 
America  is  surely,  though  'unobtrusiively,  raising 
t)he  leaven  of  her  high  ideals  above  the  "tumult 
and  shonting"  of  those  'wild  tongues  that  have  not 
Tihee  in  awe"  there  can  ibe  no  danger  "lest  we  for- 
get."

'Miadiam  President  land  iColonial  Dames  of  the  State 
of  iNoirth  Carolina: 

'My  repont  as  HdstoTiian,  which  I  have  the  honor 
of  pTe:se.ntin'g  tio  yo'U  to-day,  while  necessarily  short, 
shows  lan  'activity  and  interest  along  many  lines 
of  work  to  which  our  society  is  devoted. 

The  most  important  and  interesting  aim  to  which 
we  are  pledged  in  the  commemoration  of  historic 
men  land  deeds. 

iSince  the  completion  of  tihe  monumient  to  lOorne- 
liius  Hiarmett  we  have  been  directing  our  energies 
tiowards  marking  historic  spots.  The  first  of  these 
places  to  be  rescued  from  the  obliterating  hand  of 
time  was  Russellboro,  formerly  known  as  Tryon's 
Palace,  amd  the  scene  of  the  first  resistance  of  the 
Stamp  Act.  This  unique  .mo'nument  is  composed 
of  Sitoines  from  the  original  foundation  of  Tryon'is 
Pfalace  on  this  spot.  It  was  unveiled,  as  you  re- 
member, on  iMay  Sth,  1909  by  our  former  President, 
Mts.  Giaston  Meares,  whose  failing  'health  depirives 
us  of  the  pleasure  and  inspiration  of  her  presence 
here  to-day. 

The  next  site  for  hlstoriic  recognition  is  Foirt 
Johnsom,  one  of  the  frontier  forts  ibuilt  near  iSouth- 
port  in  174  5  as  a  protection  against  possible  attacks 
of  the  ^Spaniards  or  buccaneers. 
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A  graitifying  feiatuTe  in  'the  bistory  of  our  society, 
showing  an  increase  of  historical  research,  is  the 
fine  work  d^one  hy  the  Ciounty  Committees,  Wihose 
reports  are  dellghtiful  and  commendable.  The 
Mecklenhurg  County  Com'mittee  has  inaugurated 
a  m.ovement  (to  place  a  bronze  tablet  in  the  State 
Cap'iitol  at  [Raleigh  to  commemorate  the  signing  of 
the  iMecklenburg  Declaraition  of  Independence  May 
20th,  1775.  This  propoisation  .has  met  with  en- 
'thusdaiatic  support  from  the  Society  and  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  aippropriated  /towards  the 
cost  of  the  tablet,  wihich  will  be  chiefly  borne  by 
the  'MecMenburg  County  Committee. 

The  George  Washington  IMemorial  Building,  the 
Nation's  tribute  tio  Washington,  is  another  object 
of  ipatriotic  devotion  towaTds  wihich  the  Niorth 
Carolina  Dames  will  gladly  contribute  their  share. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  give  here  any  ex- 
planation of  this  work,  as  a  pampihlet  setting  forth 
the  puirpo'se  amd  plan  of  the  budlding  has  been 
miailed  to  each  member  of  the  Society. 

We  have  increased  the  amiount  of  the  prizes  of- 
fered for  the  best  essay  on  Colo:nial  subjects  to  the 
situdents  of  the  University  of  North  CaTolina  from 
fifty  to  one  -hundred  dollars  for  the  best  essay,  and 
from  twenty-five  tb  fifty  for  the  nest  best. 

It  often  happens  that  the  best  tribute  the  histor- 
ian can  pay  a  nation  is  to  give  few  of  his  pages  to 
its  history — history  comsisiting  chiefly  of  wars  and 
revolutions.  So  v/e  may  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  the  fact  that  it  does  not  take  many  pages  to 
tell  of  the  happy  and  harmonious  workings  of  our 
Society  for  the  past  twelve  months.

Madam  President  and  Ladies: 

According  to  the  instructions  of  the  Society,  it 
becomes  my  pleasant  duty  to  report  the  interest 
taken  by  our  Simall  committee  here  in  the  iState 
Society's  wiork.  We  are  now  only  nine  in  number 
and  have  so  far  not  attempted  to  do  any  historical 
work  which  I  hope  may  yet  he  accomiplished,  hut 
have  twice  this  winter  met  and  read  the  repoT.ts  of 
the  mOinthly  Board  Meetings  sent  us.  Have  noted 
with  deep  interest  the  many  subjects  now  before 
the  (Society  for  decision.  W^e  stand  ever  ready  to 
do  anything  which  lies  dn  our  power  to  further  the 
interests  of  the  iSociety  and  demonstrate  that  we 
are  entirely  NoTth  Carolina  Dames  in  spirit. 

On  Friday  evening,  April  21,  the  memibers  of 
our  Society  met  at  the  Brunswick,  at  dight  o'clock, 
amd  heard  the  last  report  read  from  Wil'mingto^n. 
The  ladies  then  selected  a  chairman  and  secretary 
and  decided  we  should  have  at  least  three  meetings 
next  winter,  and  if  possible  more.  Mrs.  B'renizer 
was  made  chairman  and  Mrs.  Kondrup  secretary, 
many  of  the  ladies  pleading  various  duties  which 
prevented  their  assuming  these  slight  obligations, 
several  of  the  Committee  being  officers  of  the  Colon- 
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ml  Datme  Club  of  the  eity,  wihlcih.  neceasiarily  re- 
quires a  good  deal  of  tibear  time. 

In  (the  reiadiing  of  the  report  miany  inquiries  were 
made  as  it'o  the  lad'visiahiility  )0f  us  using  one  of  the 
seven  taiblets  in  the  State  Capitol  for  the  commiemo- 
r-atiO'U  of  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration.  The  Ladies 
were  ddvided  in  their  opiniions  but  all  acknowledged 
lack  of  information  on  the  'subject  and  insisted  upoin 
the  necessity  of  only  using  the  most  impoTtaut 
events  in  the  history  of  the  iState,  beyo^nd  cabal  or 
query,  to  be  placed  there. 

Also  the  subject  as  tio  whieth^er  it  was  not  more 
iproperly  the  duty  lof  the  D.  A.  'R.  to  place  this 
tablet  should  it  finally  ibe  decided  upo^n  as  a  proper 
and  fitting  circumstance  for  so  Important  a  position, 
rather  than  the  iColomial  Dames,  as  the  eveiLt  ihap- 
piened  as  late  as  177  5.  We  shall  feel  deeiply  inter- 
ested to  knov/  the  decision  of  the  'State  iSociety  o.n 
this  subject. 

Further  Interest  was  manifested  in  the  miatter  of 
the  National  iSociety's  decision  to  oontribute  $2  5,- 
000  to  the  George  Washington  iMemoriial  Hall,  the 
getneral  concensus  of  opinion  ibeing  a  regret  for  such 
a  decision  on  their  part,  'it  will  forever  preclude 
the  National  iSociety  having  a  home  of  its  own  at 
the  Nation's  cafpital.  These  are  of  co;ursee  'matters 
for  the  decisioin  of  the  )State  .Society,  but  in  report- 
ing our  meeting  I  have  mentioned  them  to  demon- 
strate the  iinterest  taken  lin  the  iSooiety  by  absent 
members. 

To  the  ladies  of  the  .Society  we  extend  our  very 
kind  regards  and  full  apprectiiation  of  their  kindness 
and  courtesy  to  us  at  all  times.

ing t'be  Wa'SiMngton  [A«cad'emy  o'f  iSoiences  and  its

'llHiER)E,FORIE,  BE  IT  fRiESO^LiViED:  Thait  the 
Natdonal  'Soictiety  of  iColonfiial  Dames  of  America 
s'halil  ^direct  their  best  effort  to  radse  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  insure  adeq.uate  accommoda- 
tions (in  the  said   building. 

The  building  d.s  cost  $2,000,000,  amd  will  have 
:a;n  eindiowmeint  of  a  ihalf  mdlldOin  dollaTS.  Already 
a  citizen  of  INew  York  has  given  $100,00  0,  and 
about  $500,000  additional  is  assured.  $25,000  is 
tllie  amount  recomimended  to  be  g)iven  by  the 
Colonial  Dames  to  provide  for  their  room;  $5,000 
■has  been  appropriiated  fro^m  the  Natioiual  Treasury, 
the  remaining  $20,000  to  be  raised  by  the  differ- 
ent iState    Siocieties.

Diame  of  North  iCairolina,  knowing  that  she  will 
feel  a  personal  interest  an  perpetuating  the  name 
O'f  Washington,  fiirst.

My  dear  iMrs.   Sprunt: 

Alt  t'he  regular  monthly  imcet,  Thursday,  January 
2  6,  lof  the  Meckleinburg  County  Committee  of 
Ciolonial  Dames,  the  followiing  subject  was  proposed 
and  ddscussed,  and  I  was  appointed  a  oommiittee 
of  oine  to  put  it  ibefore  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Colon- 
ial Dames  at  Wiilmiington  and  ask  for  its  endorse- 
ment and  oo-operatiion. 

By  v/ay  of  explanation,  I  would  sitaite  that  in  the 
State  Capitol  in  Raletigh  are  iniches  for  four  mar- 
ble statues  and  eight  sipaces  for  bronze  tablets — 
the  ndches  to  be  filled  by  busts  of  famo-us  North 
Carolinians  and  the  'spaces  with  bronze  taiblets 
commemorating  eight  of  the  most  famous  events 
of  N.  C.  history.  Two  of  the  niches  have  been 
filled  toy  busts  of  Governor  William  A.  Graham 
and  iSenatoT  Matthew  iRansom,  two  of  North  Caro- 
lina's most  illustrious  sons;  only  one  of  tihe  spaces 
has  been  filled.  On  October  24,  1908,  there  was 
unveiled  lin  the  rotunda  a  most  beautiful  bronze 
tablet,  handsome  in  design  and  ornate  in  decora- 
tion, inscribed  with  these  words:  "To  the  miemory 
oif  fifty-one  ladies  of  Edenton"  who  on  Octoiber  2  5, 
177  4,  signed  the  "(Resolves"  ithat  had  'been  adopted 
by  the  Provinciial  Congress.  This  tablet  was 
placed  sand  unveiled  iby  the  Daughters  of  the  iRevo- 
lutdon  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  occasion  was  a 
most    memorable    one.      One   thousand    invitations 
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were  issued,  and  States  men,  Siuipreme  Count  mem- 
■bers  and  numeTOus  iHiisitOirical  Siooieties  were  pres- 
ent  wiMle  an  elabionaite  .and  appropriate  patrdotic 
ia,nd  ihiistoriical  program  wia§  giiven.  Fot  a  full  des- 
cri'pition  of  itMs  'most  interesting  occasion,  I  refer 
yiou  to  volume  No.  8  of  ttie  North  Ciarolina  Booklet, 
Ajpriil  1909,  issued  by  t'he  DaugMers  of  the  Hevo- 
lutiion  of   North    Garolina. 

Dieutemanit-Governor  Wiiinsto.n  laccepted  ithe  hand- 
some itahlet  for  .the  iState  of  North  CiaToMma  in  :a 
glowing  speech,  ithiainkiing  this  patriiotic  hody  of 
women  for  penpetuiating  this  nohile  deed  of  North 
Carolina  <hiistoTy. 

Cihief  Justice  Walter  Clark  of  the  iSupreme  Court 
of  iNorth  Carolina  was  the  orator  of  the  ocoasiiom, 
and  in  Ms  lahle  address  he  emphasized  the  fact 
dn  these  words,  "Mecklenburg  should  certainly 
place  a  bronze  tablet  here  lin  memory  of  (her  im- 
mortal Declaraition."  He  also  said,  "the  patrio- 
tism that  aipipreoiates  and  recoTdis  brave  deeds  falls 
short  only  of  the  patrioitism  that  performs  them." 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  most  enthusdiastically 
at  the  Meckle-nburg  Cbunty  meeting  that  this  Com- 
mittee petition  the  North  Carolina  Society  of 
Colo'nial  Dames  to  place  a  bronze  tablet  in  the 
second  space  in  the  rot^unda  of  the  State  Capitol 
at  Raleiigh  to  commemorate  the  Mecklenburg  Dec- 
laration of  Independence,  May  20th,  1775.  This 
Ciommiittee  would  take  this  as  a  special  work  and, 
as  an  earnest  of  its  enthusiasm,  $40.00  was  oon- 
tributed  spontaneously  by  the  ten  Colonial  Dames 
present,  to  inaugurate  this  movement. 

lit  is  earnestly  ihoped  that  the  North  Carolina 
Society  of  Colonial  Dames  will  place  this  bronze 
(tablet,  assisted  by  the  co-operation  of  all  thie  Com- 
.mittees — ^Mecklenburg  being  ready  and  willing  to 
bear  a  larger  proportion  of  the  expense — ^and  that 
this  imiportant  histoirical  work  may  be  inaugurated 
ait  once. 
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(Meoklenburg  lOounity  iCommitte'e  is  heartily  in 
fJa.vior  of  all  o.ther  work,  such,  as  miarkdng  out-door 
S'pots  with  'North  Carolina  granite  boulders,  and 
■does  not  wish  this  special  work  to  interefere  with 
any  work  already  In  progress  or  planned  hy  the 
North   Carolina  .&oci©ty  of  Colomdal   Dames. 

Trusting  thiis  plan,  so  dear  'to  the  hearts  of  the 
Meoklenb'urg  Co'Unty  Committee,  may  be  favoTably 
received  land  accepted  by  the  iNortih  CiaroMna  Society 
of  Coionial  Dames,  I  remain,  with  kind  regards

§72.  Tihe  Niatio'nal  iS'Ociety  recoimmends  to  the 
Presidents  of  all  the  Sitate  Societies  the  appoint- 
ment of  Ooimmiittees  in  he  principial  towns  or  in 
the  counties  throughout  the  State  wihere  any  of 
their  .membeTs  reside,  wihen  too  remote  from  the 
iheadquarters  of  their  State  'Society,  to  be  able  to 
attend  the  meetings,  either  business  or  instructive. 
The  Committees  should  consist  oif  all  t^h'O  members 
Tesiding  in  said  towns  or  counties,  and  should  be 
notified  of  their  appointment  -by  the  President  of 
the  State  Society.  The  Secretary  of  the  State 
Society  should  notify  the  Ch-airman  of  the  town  or 
county  of  the  appointment  of  all  members  of  such 
Ooimimittees.  Each  ■Coimmittee  'S'hould  chooise  its 
own  ohairmian  and  Secretary,  w.ho  should  notify 
all  these  members  of  all  meetings  of  the  Comimit- 
tee.  The  Secretary  of  the  to  win  or  -county  iCom- 
'mittee  should  report  to  the  Board  of  Ma'nagers  of 
her  Sitate  Society  at  the  regular  imeeting  of  th-e 
Board  through  the  Recording  Secretary,  wiho,  in 
turn,  shiould  send  to  all  State  Comimittees  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Society  at  its  regular  ,meetings,  and 
any  other  interesting  facts  or  papers  to  be  read 
at  tih-e  meetings  of  tihe  State  Coimimittee.  The 
State  Committees  s'hould  apply  to  the  State  Somety 
for  isuch  financial  aid  as  they  may  meed  foT  sta- 
tioneiry,  or  for  carrying  lOut  any  local  'Ciolo'nial 
woTk     which    they    may    wish    to    undertake,     and 
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wihioh  tihe  Boiard  of  Managers  may  approve;  but 
not  for  any  sooiial  functions.  Tihe  annual  dues  of 
t'he  State  Soiciety  being  ifroim  all  ^members  throug- 
out  the  State,  all  seotions  should  share  in  the  use 
of  ithem  ifor  suoh  work.  As  the  annual  enter- 
tainme'nt  is  paid  for  'by  these  dues,  no  further 
expenditure  for  local  entertaiinmentis  should  be  ex- 
pected from  the  State  Treasury. 

No  application  tor  members'hip  could  be  grant- 
ed by  such  Co'm'mittees,  ibut  the  recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  the  State  Comimittees  would  add 
strength  to  the  letters  ot  the  pToposer  and  sec- 
omder,  wihioh  must  .be  sent,  as  now,  to  the  'Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  State  So'ciety.  No 
members  could  be  added  to  the  State  Com/mittee 
or  dropped  from  suoh  Committee  except  by  the 
authoTiity  of  the  President  or  at  her  own  request. 
These  'Committees  should  be  Standing  Committees, 
wo'rking  as  all  'sucih  Coimmittees  do,  under  the 
Board  of  Managers,  under  the  By-Laws  of  the 
State   Society.

The  NoTth  Carolina  Society  of  the  Oolonial 
Dames  ct  America  urges  a  strict  adherance  to  the 
jforegoing  instructioins  taken  from  the  Actis  in 
'Council  of  1908,  and  sends  the  (following  ruMngs 
of  the  Board  to  guide  tho  Town  and  Coiunty  'Com- 
mittees in  their  work. 

That  all  .historic  spots  shall  'be  marked  when 
practicable  with  a  boulder  of  Mount  Airy  granite 
with  su'itable  inscriptio'n  thereon  and  thiat  these 
boulders  shall  be  of  unifoirm  size  and  that  the 
date  of  unveiling  of  these  'monuments  shall  be 
made  known  to  the  Society  so  that  meimibers 
tihiro'Ughou.t  tihe  State  may  'have  the  privile'ge  of 
attending. 

No  memorial  or  historic  work  of  any  kind  shall 
be  'Carried  out  without  first  submitting  the  'pro- 
ject, with  full  information,  to  tihe  iBoard  of  Mana- 
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gers  for  approval.  All  inscriptions  m.usit  fee  sub- 
mitted to  t'lie  Advisory  Board,  for  their  careful 
consideration,  by  the  President,  when  a  called 
meeting  of  the  Board  will  be  necessary.  We  are 
guided  in  this  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
Council  of  190  6 — that  "No  project  shall  be  sug- 
gested by  any  of  the  Societies  as  a  National  work 
without  first  obtaining  the  approval  and  signa- 
ture of  the  National  President." 

The  treasury  can  be  called  upon  by  the  County 
Coim.mittees  for  funds  to  'mark  historic  spots  to 
an  extent  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Managers — 
also  for  objects  ireoomimended  by  the  National 
Society  in  foregoing  article. 

It  is  also  reco^mmended  tihat  an  appiicant  or 
nominee  invited  by  one  member  and  e-ndorsed  by 
four  memjbers — iwith  personal  note  from  each  to 
the  President  of  the  Society — when  a  resident  of 
a  €ity  or  Town  where  a  County  Committee  exists, 
that  the  'nomination  slip  shall  first  be  presented 
to  the  County  Committee  for  endorsement,  befoTO 
being  sent  to  the  President,  to  bring  before  tihe 
Board  of  Managers.  By  so  doing  a  better  knowl- 
edge of  the  accep'tability  (socially)  of  an  appli- 
cant can  be  reached. 

Also  that  the  copies  of  the  monthly  mimutes 
sent  out  by  the  Secretary  to  each  County  Comimit- 
tee  sihall  be  acknowledged  and  in  return  a  full  re- 
port of  all  meetings  of  the  Co:unty  Committees  sent 
to  headquarters,  thus  keeping  us  in  toiuch  with  the 
se'ntiiment  and  work  of  these  Coim'mittees. 

Also  that  the  Annual  meetings  for  election  of 
Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  be  held  in  February 
or  Mairch,  that  all  reports  may  be  in  ample  time  to 
be  incorporated  in  the  reports  of  the  Annual  meet- 
ing of  the  North  Carolina  Society  of  the  Colonial 
Dames  of  America  beld  the  first  Wednesday  in 
every  May,   except  when  in  conflict  with  the  date 
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oif  the  Biennial   Council  of  the  Oolonial  Diames  of 
America  ibeld  in  Wa&hing.ton. 

Also  ithiat  each  County  'Commditbee  shall  send  as 
many  delegates  as  possible  to  eaoli  Annual  meet- 
ing, 'that  they  may  he  in  closer  touch  -with  the 
work  done  at  headquarters  and  become  acquainted 
with  the  ^meniibers  iresident  in  Wilimington.
